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Inspectors get 
ready for new 
furnace probes 


Inspectors begin training in Elk 


Grove Village this week for a house- 
to-nousa furnace inspection program 
using special equipment designed to 
detect dangerous levels of carbon 
monoxide fumes. 


Actual inspection of furnaces is ex- 


pected to start the first week of July 
in approximately 3,000 homes west of 
Salt Creek where building-code and 
furnace-installation 
violations have 


been identified. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said Fri- 


day more than 50 applicants have 
been interviewed for the (inspection 
Jobs. The village plans to hire a four- 
man crew of technicians to conduct 
the specialized tests. 


They will begin training Friday un- 


der the direction of Polytechnic Inc., 
consulting engineers and chemists. 
The firm was hired to conduct the 
$13,000 testing program and rate the 
building-code violations by degree of 
danger. 


WILLIS SAID the measure was un- 


dertaken to reassure residents that 
they are not in danger of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 


The teat area, west of Salt Creek 


between Oakton Street and Landmcicr 
Road, has been the target of two ear- 
lier inspection programs when an in- 
dependent heating contractor .dis- 
covered a high incidence of furnace 
failures and problems. 


Centex Homes Corp. and village of- 


ficials still disagree on the issue of 
code violations the village building de- 
portment maintains exist in the Cen- 
tcx-bullt homes. 


THE BUILDER did, however, con- 


duct a house-to-house inspection and 
furnaco repair program and replaced 
defective ports in approximately 35 
per cent of the furnaces tested. 


Two furnaco violations — short 


c h i m n e y stacks with Inadequate 
wind caps and inadequate supply of 
air for combustion — have been cited 
as contributing causes of furnace fail- 
ures, both by the village building de- 
partment and consulting engineers. 


The builder's repair program con- 


sisted of replacing cracked heat ex- 
changers when discovered. Residents 
were told they could obtain larger 'air 
grills to allow more combustion air 
into a furnace room from the build- 
er's construction offices, Meacham 
Road near Devon Avenue. 


Clerks at the office said they did not 


know how many residents took advan- 
tage of the offer. 


WILLIS STRESSED that the latest 


testing program is primarily to deter- 
mine the efficiency of the burning 
process. 


Ho said an incomplete burning pro- 


cess, blocked or defective flue or 1m- 
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proper burner adjustment could also 
contribute to dangerous accumula- 
tions of carbon monoxide. 


Willis said he believes the previous 


testing programs have discovered and 
corrected a majority of furnace de- 
fects and the current village-paid in- 
spection is an extra assurance to resi- 
dents. 


"We are attempting to assure resi- 


dents that they are in no danger," he 
said. 


HOMEOWNERS WILL be told*the 


results of the carbon monoxide test 
immediately by the inspection crew. 


Furnaces will be run for at least 


five minutes before the specialized 
equipment will be placed within the 
furnace itself to determine whether it 
is properly discharging the fumes, or 
whether dangerous levels of carbon 
monoxide arc present due to improper 
combustion or other causes. 
. Residents in the entire test area 
will be notified by letter of the testing 
program within the next few days. 


When the testing crew is working in 


the neighborhood residents will re- 
ceive a second notice and be asked to 
have someone in the house the day of 
testing. 


The crews plan to make callbacks 


and return tests when they miss a 
house.

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The program is expected to take ap- 


proximately 70 days to complete.

Detects flaws, cracks 


Candid camera 
checks sewers 


by JERRY THOMAS 


A miniature television camera is 


being used by the Elk Grove Village 
water and sewer department to detect 
cracks and other flaws'in the village's 
sewer system. 


"It's Jhe best piece of equipment 


this' department has ever purchased 
to aid us in combating infiltration of 
waters into the sewer lines," said Jim 
Clementi, water and sewer depart- 
ment superintendent. - 


dementi said this is the second 


year the department has used the 
camera and monitoring system, which 
eventually will cover every mile of 
lines in the village. 


Televising the inside of a sewer line 


takes a bit,of preparation, Clementi 
said. 


Almost like a guest speaker getting 


ready for a television appearance, 
sewers are spruced up before they are 
filmed. 
t 
A 
THREE-MAN cleanup crew 


places cables from one manhole point 
to another, and with the aid of power- 
rodding equipment, pulls through 
brushes that clean the walls. 


The camera crew follows. The cam- 


era is placed on the same cable, 
which acts as a track as it is pulled 
through the sewer line. Several other 
hoses also are pulled .through. 


"The hoses are actually an-on-the- 


spot repair crew," dementi said. 


They carry air and a gel to seal 


cracks. 


"In minutes, those hoses and spe- 


cial equipment do what would have 
taken a three-man crew hours or days 
to accomplish, demtnti said. 


"When a crack is found by the cam- 


era, we inflate a collapsible 'ball 
called a "packer" with one air hose," 
he said. "This shuts off the flow of 
sewage into that portion of the line 
that must be repaired. 


"The other hose is positioned in 


place, using the camera to guide us, 
and the gel is squirted into the crack, 
sealing it off. 


"It's beautiful! Without digging up 


a lawn and searching for hours for a 
break, we can find it and fix it in min- 
utes," Clementi said. ' 


"The television inspection also tells 


us the general condition of the lines 
and allows us to pinpoint exactly 
where each tie-in or hookup is," Cle- 
menti said. 


CLEMENTI SAID the village faces 


the same Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict mandate to stop infiltration into 
sewer lines that has been issued to all' 
neighboring communities.

• "We are doing -everything in our 
power to stop infiltration as the MSD 
has ordered us to do," he said. "Own- 
ing our own equipment helps. Al- 
though the initial equipment cost us 
approximately $30,000, we save money 
by using our own employes."

The governing board of the North- 


west Suburban Special Education Co- 
operative has called for a vote by 
teachers to determine if they want to 
be represented in collective bargain- 
ing by their new union.

Among the more controversial sec- 


tions of the plan are policies that 
would encourage major land devel- 
opments to locate within municipal- 
ities instead of in unincorporated 
areas. 


The plan also goes one step further 


and calls for promoting the annexa- 
tion of all unincorporated land in the 
county into new or existing municipal- 
ities by the year 2000. 


Other provisions expected to draw 


debate at the public hearings are pol- 
icies to encourage municipalities to 
copy the county zoning and subdivi- 
sion regulations in their own munici- 
pal ordinances. 


The plan indicates the county would 


respect a municipality's plan for land 
outside its boundaries if: 


• The property was surrounded by 


one municipality and the municipal 
plan was developed since 1070. 


• The property is less than 40 acres 


and adjacent to only one municipality. 


• The property is less tha 80 acres 


and the two or more adjoining munici- 
palities agree on a boundary line for 
their various planning jurisdictions. 


Another policy in the plan suggests 


restricting development where schools 
are overcrowded and in areas that 
are deficient in recreational opportu- 
nities.

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Panel checks out CIA's dirtiest trick—-murder plots 


by UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 


Earlier searches through the Central Intelligence Agency's bag of 


"dirty tricks" havo uncovered a secret foreign war, a coup d'etat 
and an effort to subvert the internal politics of a Latin American 
country. 


But the pressing question is whether the dirtiest trick of all — 


murder — lies deep in that bag of covert deals, cover stories and 
misinformation. 


That is the question the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence 


has been trying to answer and Its chairman Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, seems to have no doubt of the outcome. 


"The CIA was Involved in murder plots, murder attempts, as- 


sassinations, If you would," he said. "I know the facts." 


These facts have spilled out atop earlier evidence the CIA was 


involved in a coup d'etat in South Vietnam in 1963 and an effort to 
subvert the Internal politics of Chile in 1073. 


Sources assert that the most serious evidence of CIA assassina- 


tion plots involves several attempts to eliminate Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro. 


Sen. George S. McGovcrn, D-S.D., reported on his return from a 


recent visit to Havana that Castro claims to have proof of more 
than 100 attempts on'hla life, some involving the CIA. 


Castro promised to forward the proof, and McGovern has said he- 


would pass it along to the committee as soon as It arrives. 


Meanwhile, the committee has summoned John Roselli, a reputed 


underworld figure, to testify next week about an alleged attempt in 
early 1961 to poison Castro, his brother Raul and their cohort Che 
Guevara with a slow-acting compound. 


Other names which have been mentioned In connection with the 


alleged assassination plots include Dominican Republic dictator Ra- 
fael Trujillo, President Ngo DInh Diem of South Vietnam and Chi- 
lean President Salvador Allende. 


Sources say the CIA provided weapons to Dominican Republic 


military men who gunned down Trujillo May 31,1961. This, presum- 
ably, was the successful assassination attempt involving the CIA 
which Rep. James V. Stanton, D-Ohio, of the House Select In- 
telligence Committee referred to publicly last June S. 


The CIA also mounted an operation in Vietnam known as the 


"Phoenix Program" to liquidate 20,000 suspected Viet Cong local 
leaders. The program was directed by CIA Director William E. 
Colby, then'asslgned to Saigon. Colby's critics later tried to make 
the program an issue to kill his appointment. 


Evidence also has surfaced indicating the United States occas- 


sionally flirted with coup attempts by dissident elements in a varie- 
ty of countries — and one in which a national leader, Diem, actual- 
ly was assassinated. 


Diem and his brother were arrested by military units Nov. 1, 


1963, and executed while being taken to the Joint General Head- 
quarters in an armored car. 


In Chile, military officers moved against Marxist President Al- 


lende in the fall of 1973. The Nixon administration's dislike of 
Chile's leftward swing was well known and immediately prompted 
questions as to whether the CIA had been involved in the anti- 
Allende coup. 


At first, U.S. officials asserted the United States was taken by 


surprise, and was not involved. 


But in a secret session with a House subcommittee — which 


eventually became public Sept. 8,1974 — Colby later acknowledged 
that the agency spent $11 million dollars in preceding years to 
influence Chilean politics. 


Allende died in the coup. Whether he was assassinated or com- 


mitted suicide still is In dispute. 


American feminist Betty Friedan said Sunday that CIA "manipu- 


lation" might be responsible for the "paralysis of leadership" in 
the women's movement in the United States. 


She also warned feminists against becoming anti-male and said 


they must move away from negative thinking to a "new yes" spirit. 


And Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., said Sunday that talk of 


disbanding the CIA is unreasonable even though it has been linked 
to a number of illegal activities. 


Uganda chief 
postpones 
Briton's death 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - PresI- 


dent Idi Amin of Uganda postponed 
the execution of British lecturer 
Dennis Hills after two special military 
emissaries approached him on their 
knees with an appeal from Queen 
Elizabeth, Uganda radio said Sunday. 


The reprieve camo 24 hours before 


Hills, who has cancer, was to be pub- 
licly executed by firing squad for al- 
leged treason for calling Amin "a vil- 
lage tyrant" In on unpublished manu- 
script. 


"Hills will not be executed Monday 


because of the personal letter I re- 
ceived from the queen and my regard 
for the queen," Uganda radio quoted 
Amin as saying. 


The radio added: "Tho two guests 


(military envoys from the queen) en- 
tered the general's house on their 
knees" to deliver her personal letter. 


But Amin again stressed cither 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson or For- 
eign Sec. James Callaghan must como 
to Uganda to discuss "the political as- 
pect" of Hills' arrest If they wished to 
save him from a future firing squad. 


CaUaghan has said ho will fly to 


Kampala to meet Amin but "not un- 
der duress." Tho radio gave no fur-

thcr details of the apparent humbling 
of the British officers. 


Lato Sunday, Amin again met the 


military envoys and acting British 
High Commissioner James Heimessy 
and said he will confer with the Ugan- 
dan defense council today to make a 
final decision on the stay of execution.

ship with one of the envoys and re- 
spect for the queen saved Hills from 
execution. 


Amin said he intends to send his 


own emissary to Queen Elizabeth In 
London, after which "Uganda will 
start her relations with Britain af- 
resh and with vigor."

The major hearings will be July 8 


and 9, when Treasury Sec. William 
Simon is scheduled to outline the ad- 
ministration's tax proposals.

write its bill in September and get it 
to the House floor In October leaving 
about two months for Senate action.

(UPI) — Two children of a wealthy 
industrialist were kidnaped from their 
luxurious seaside resort home Sunday 
by four bandits believed to be Italian, 
police said. 


The four broke into the home of

els, then fled in two cars taking the 
family's children — Hubert, 6, and In- 
grid, 3 — with them.

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NSSEO withdraws from new special ed cooperative 


Members of Uw governing board of. 


the Northwest Suburban Special Edu- 
cation Organization (NSSEO) voted 
Saturday to withdraw from a regional 
special education group now seeking 
recognition from the state. 


The group, the Regional Service 


Agency, would provide special-educa- 
tion services to 46 north and North- 
west suburban school districts. RSA 
has been criticized in recent weeks by 
several boards of education In area 
school districts. 


"My mind is boggled by the bureau- 


cracy of these types of cooperatives," 


said Kenneth Gill, superintendent of 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21. His 
feelings wero shared by many area 
superintendents who attended the 
NSSEO meeting Saturday to voice on- 
position to joining yet another special 
education cooperative. 


OFFICIALS FROM tho Illinois: Of- 


fice of Education recently criticized 
tho relationship between NSSEO and 
the proposed RSA saying the two co- 
operatives would overlap in their mis- 
sion to provide special education ser- 
vices. ."What they said is wo are 
heading down a collision course with 


RSA because we are duplicating pro- 
grams," said Gill/ 


Officials from area school districts 


have recently questioned the need for 
RSA since special education is al- 
ready being provided by NSSEO, a co- 
operative serving 10 local elementary 
and high school districts. Superintend- 
ents from area districts attending Sat- 
urday's meeting as well as members 
of the governing board saw no need to 
join a larger cooperative. 


Regional service agencies are now. 


being set up across the state aimed at 
serving populations of about 200,000. 


The RSA. has received tentative recog- 
nition from the State Special Educa- 
tion Advisory Council but must now 
seek the approval of the Illinois Office 
of Education Handicapped Children 
Section. James Travers, acting direc- 
tor of the section, argued in favor of 
RSA at Saturday's meeting. 


TRAVERS SAID the .RSA would 


probably not conflict with NSSEO pro- 
grams but would supplement them. 
"RSA. has only federal funds," he 
said. "It can't supplant your pro- 


grams." 


When asked whether NSSEO could 


petition to withdraw from RSA Trav- 
ers said he didn't know whether the 
withdrawal would be legal. "I don't 
think you have that right," said Trav- 
ers, but "I can't answer until I get 
legal opinion." He said the opinion 
could be obtained by Wednesday. 


But members of the governing 


board felt obligated to withdraw from 
RSA Saturday because withdraw 
would be almost impossible once RSA 


is fully recognized. 


"I had an uncle who recently won a 


lot of money playing cards and his 
main thing was maintain your op- 
tions," said Edith Freund, a River 
Trails Dist. 26 board member serving 
on the NSSEO governing board. By 
withdrawing from RSA, NSSEO would 
still have the option to join the agency 
at a later date, she said. 


Mrs. Frund called for withdrawal 


and the vote of the governing board 
members was unanimous. 


'RTA should prove its effectiveness'

$174 million budget and plan, which 
includes a series of 63 new or extend- 
ed suburban bus routes.

energy program that the American 
people would respect and support." 


THE FEA ALSO told Mikvn that oil 


companies have "encouraged" their 
dealers to sell more gasoline and oil 
and that his was a "natural reaction 
on the part of companies to try to pre- 
serve then* competitive position in the' 
marketplace." 


Mlkva said there is no reason to be- 


lieve that the pressure tactics are 
confined to the Chicago area, but are 
symptomatic of a nationwide prob- 
lem. 


In a letter to Frank G. Zarb, FEA 


administrator, Mikva said many deal- 
ers surveyed complained that in the 
.oil companies' zeal for increasing 
sales, dealers were pressured to oper- 
ate,in ways that reduced their profit 
margins.

The youth's drowning is the tourth 


in Beck Lake in the last four years. 


Previous to Saturday, the most re- 


cent drowning there occurred May 19 
when Marine Sgt. William Kottke fell 
out of a canoe while on an outing with 
four other marines. His body was not 
recovered until more than two weeks 
later when it floated to shore. 


Officials said Kottke, 24, who was 


stationed at Glenvitw Naval Air Sta- 
tion, was not wearing a life jacket and 
did not know how to swim. They said 
divers were unable to recover the 
body initially because the lake is 35 
feet deep in some parts and its mud 
bottom limits visibility. 


In 1972 a Glenview boy drowned at- 


tempting to cross Beck Lake and an- 
other man died there in 1973.

This causes those 
crow's feet •wrinkles around the cor- 
ners of the eyes, in particular. 


Being overweight is also ah impor- 


tant factor. The obese face per- 
manently stretches the skin, which is

natural facial expressions. Then, if 
the overweight person loses weight, 
which is-often medically necessary, 
the face is severely wrinkled. So, keep 
your facial muscles in good shape, 
don't overdo the sun exposure, avoid 
getting fat and stay away from clga- 
rets.

periment," said Subloskl. "But I'll 
tell you now, five years later, that 
women do as adequate a job at 
security and crowd control as 
men and with a lot more finesse." 


The theory behind this form of 


security and crowd control, ac- 
cording to Subloskl, Is that the 
public doesn't want uniforms and 
blatant security methods paraded 
before them at a social event. 


"Wo specialize in a subliminal 


presentation and relate more to 
the public. I guess you could coll 
It public relations mixed with se- 
curity," he said. 


The Burns staff also Includes 


largo numbers of plainclothes 
men and uniformed guards. The 
women work dally shifts among 
their male colleagues. 


One of the first special services 


girls, Rose Simons, Is now in 
charge of recruiting, training and 
supervising the corps of women 
hired to foster order at trade 
shows, conventions, ball games, 
golf and tennis tournaments — 
everything 
from 
weddings 
to 


wrestling matches. 


MRS. 
SIMONS said she hires 


women who have a pleasing ap- 
pearance, an outgoing personality 
and, most Important, the ability to 
talk to and handle people. 


"The training program is rather 


short because most of the learning 
Is done right on the job," she said, 
adding that there is never a day 
the same and anything can hap- 
pen. 


"One morning I had to escort a 


6-foot penguin (made of flowers) 
Into the clubhouse," she , said 
nonchalantly. 


Red blazers with navy trim and 


navy skirts with a red stripe were 
cosy to spot across the sprawling 
grounds of the Medlnnh Country 
Club. 


A TYPICAL exchange at the 


clubhouse door went something 
like this: "Hello sir, may I see 
your pass?" If the credentials 
were not right, she would politely 
say, "I'm sorry but you can't go 
In there."

RTA: don't 
neglect 


The Regional Transportation 


Authority made a good start 
when it announced new subur- 
ban bus routes, but it is about to 
destroy initial good will by fail- 
ing to givo adequate support to 
bus service in the suburbs. 


The RTA's proposed budget 


would provide funds to meet 100 
per cent of the Chicago Transit 
Authority's 
deficit 
but 
only 


about 80 per cent of the losses 
incurred by suburban bus com- 
panies. 


The difference, as suburban 


RTA board members have point- 
ed out, just isn't fair. Equal 
treatment for the city and sub- 
urbs is a must if the RTA Is to 
earn support of citizens through- 
out the six-county area it serves. 


The RTA's current round of 


public hearings has shown that 
suburbanites are still not con- 
vinced the agency is working in 
their best interests. 


A proposed 5 per cent gasoline 


tax has consistently been op- 
posed at the hearings, and the 
board has been criticized by sub- 
urbanites who didn't get the new 
bus routes they had expected for 
their communities. 


RTA C h a i r m a n Milton 


Pikarsky has also been criti- 
cized for not including a special 


us 


unit responsible for suburban 
service as part of the organiza- 
tional structure proposed for the 
RTA. 


Suburbanites will judge the 


RTA by what they get for their 
money and how fairly the sub- 
urbs are treated in comparison 
to Chicago. 


If the new bus routes are un- 


nccded or improperly located, 
they can be changed. If ade- 
quate service is forthcoming, 
the organizational structure of 
RTA is not important. The sub- 
urbs might even accept a 5 per 
cent gasoline tax if the money 
brings improved mass transit in 
outlying areas. 


But preferential treatment for 


the CTA in funding operating 
deficits will be seen for what it 
is — an indication of Chicago's 
clout in running a transportation 
agency that is supposed to serve 
the whole region equally. 


We urge the RTA board to 


change the proposed budget and 
provide full funding for subur- 
ban bus company deficits. The 
extra amount needed would be 
about $1 million, a slight sum 
compared to the $112 million in 
CTA deficits that will be funded 
by the RTA. 


Aerosol cancer peril 
no laughing matter 


Now It's the "deadly" aerosol 


spray can, once the symbol of 
convenience to millions, that is 
regarded as a threat to our 
health and well-being. 


The problem with many of the 


little cans is thnt they release 
fluorocarbon gases which, ac- 
cording to a growing number of 
scientists, float up to the top lev- 
el of the atmosphere and dam- 
age the thin layer of ozone which 
surrounds the earth. 


That ozone layer blocks harm- 


ful sun rays and prevents skin 
cancer. Now, a government pan- 
el reports that 30,000 Americans 
may be suffering from skin can- 
cer because of the erosion of 
(hat ozone layer; the panel rec- 
ommends a Jan. 1, 1978, ban of 
the use of fluorocarbons in the 
sprays.

ing our product ingredients 
worldwide to achieve the same 
goal," the ad says. 


We commend individuals and 


corporations for their attentive- 
ness to what may prove to be a 
profoundly serious environmen- 
tal problem; perhaps, if more 
evidence comes in, a legislative 
ban will be needed against fluor- 
ocarbon aerosols. 


But we have to wonder: if 


Johnson considers the

o c a r b o n s such a menace, 
wouldn't a worldwide ban make 
more sense? After all, • those 
deadly fluorocarbons aren't only 
wafting skyward over the U.S., 
they're doing it all over the 
world.

Parents often frustrated 


Local school districts vary 


in report card philosophies

A news analyds 


A long-standing tradition tells each 


of us the meaning of an A or an F 
when it turns up on a child's report 
card. 


In recent years, however, parents 


have often found that the traditional 
letter grades have disappeared, par- 
ticularly for students in elementary 
schools. 


Sometimes the A's and F's have 


been replaced by G's,and S's which 
could be translated fairly easily back 
into inore traditional grades. 


Other times, however, report cards 


come home with check marks' and 
brief comments from teachers, leav- 
ing parents mystified about the an- 
swer to the key question — how is my 
child doing? 


THE FRUSTRATION may be sum- 


med up by a recent anonymous letter 
received by The Herald after news 
stories on alternative grading systems 
ran in the paper. The letter said the 
report cards at one school "are a nui- 
sance beyond compare. They are 
geared, so it seems, for the slow lear- 
ners on a check-mark system. A 
check for knowing your numbers 'con- 
sistently' or 'successful' or 'unsuc- 
cessful' by no means-tells you how 
well your child is doing." 


The frustration voiced in the letter 


Is shared by other parents. In a peri- 
od when the highly-touted "new 
math" has proved inadequate for 
teaching children how to add, and 
when some people- believe spelling 
and grammar are getting worse every 
year, many parents feel helpless, 
unable to help their children in school 
and unable'to get straight answers 
from educators. 


Locally and around the country, 


educators have sensed the frustration 
and, as a result, engage In long, philo- 
sophical debates with one another on 
the usefulness of grades and on what 
should be graded. The debates un- 
fortunately, produce no clearcut con- 
sensus. 


Beyond the issue of letter grades 


versus check marks is the problem of 
whether to'give a child a grade de- 
pending on how well-he does compare 
to the other children in his class or to 
grade him on whether he is working 
up to "ability," however that may be 
determined. 
J 


SOME EDUCATORS believe chil-% 
dren should not be compared to other 
children, usually on the grounds that 
such a process works to the, dis- 
advantages of many children who, 
might be labeled "dumb"'and then 
learn to believe the label. 


Others, however, argue that grading , 


a child based on whether he is work- 
Ing up to his ability assumes that a 
child's "ability" can be accurately de- 
fined. Those 'educators argue that 
such grading can result In trouble if a 
child is assumed to have low ability • 


and is not pushed to achieve when, in 
fact, he might have much greater 
ability. 


In recent weeks, Mount Prospect 


Dlst. 57 has changed its grading sys- 
tem in first through third grades to go 
back to letter grades (G through U 
rather than A through F) and an ad- 
ministrator In Elk Grove Township 
Dlst. 59 has proposed an entirely new 
kind of grading system. Both changes, 
in different ways, relate to the philo- 
sophical debate. 


In Dist. 57, according to Dwight 


Hall, assistant superintendent for in- 
struction, the change in the report 
card in the primary grades was made 
in order to increase the amount of in- 
formation parents will receive. The 
old card had no letter grades and 
called primarily for written com- 
ments from a teacher. 


"Sometimes when a teacher writes 


30 comments it can be a problem," 
Hall said, adding that the comments 
often became much too cursory. The 
new cards, he said, can be used to 
compare a child either with his own 
class or with his ability. "Each school 
will have to make a very definite 
statement of which It will be," he 
said. 


IN DIST. 59, Assistant Supt. Erwin 


Stevenson has proposed a much more 
radical approach to grading. The pro- 
posal, his own individual idea, breaks 
down the district's math program into 
a series of objectives. A teacher 
would mark how many objectives the 
child had accomplished, how- many 
the average of the class had accom- 
plished and could also include sug- 
gested exercises the parent could use 
at home to help his child. 


Stevenson, who has been notified 


that he is being moved to a teaching 
position next year, said the revised 
system, while not ready to be used in 
any schools, could offer advantages 
both for the parents and for the 
school. Each teacher, he said, could 
be able to look at a child's report and 
know what he had done in the pre- 
vious grade. 
' 


"If you look at an A or a B, It's 


categorized you, but it really offers 
nothing to the student or to the par- 
ent and makes no recommendations 
for improvement," he said. "I see my 
program as a complete package. 
From the parent's point of view, edu- 
cation has got to be a total1 kind of 
thing. I think it's important' that the 
parents have some idea of what is 
going on and be able to work .with 
their child." * 


• Stevenson said his system could be 


used with a letter grade*or alone. 
"Some parents would want a letter 
grade and we. could give them that 
too. But we could use my system with 
objectives because we'need it Inter- 
nally," he said. 
'Stevenson's system, which has been 


compiled for math but could also be 
used for other subjects, runs into re- 
sistance from teachers who say the 
paperwork would take too much time. 
It also might confuse some parents, 
since it results in a much larger pack- 
et of materials than the single "report 
card." 


SOME LOCAL districts continue to 


debate the grading issue, with par- 
ents, teachers and administrators 
ending up on all sides of the issue. 
Dist. 59 and Arlington Heights Dist. 
25 allow each individual school to de- 
velop its own system of reporting, an 
a r r a n g e m e n t that pleases some 
people and aggravates those who 
want more consistency. 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 


adopted a written philosophy of grad- 
ing last year after a committee stud- 
ied the question. The philosophy, and 
the district's report cards, are being 
reviewed again this year. 


The Dist. 21 philosophy calls for re- 


porting to include an assessment of 
the student's ability, a judgment on 
the amount of effort he is putting out, 
a report on the assigned tasks he has 
completed, a comparison of the stu- 
dent's work to his potential and a 
comparison of his work with the oth- 
ers in the class/' 


The philosophy and the report cards 


which have resulted from it have not 
pleased everybody, according to Mar- 
jorie Beu, assistant superintendent for 
instruction for Dist. 21. She said, 
"Some of the parents think it's super, 
but others want the traditional A, B 
and C. We have gone through this re- 
port card thing so many years and we 
never come up with anything thnt is 
completely satisfactory to every- 
body." 


Many districts, however, have no 


clear philosophy of how a child is to 
be graded.. The result is that grades 
can vary widely from school to school 
and teacher to teacher. 


CARL SELTZER, assistant superin- 


tendent for curriculum in Schaum- 
burg Township Dist. 54, spoke for 
many educators when he said, "I 
don't kow if we've ever been able in 
this district to decide what our philos- 
ophy is. I have some very strong feel- 
ings on my own and about 50 per cent 
of the people agree with me and the 


- other half are diametrically opposed, 


so we sit around and fight all the 
time." 


Personally, however Seltzer said he 


does not like letter grades because 
"they don't really say anything," and 
because "they compare children." 
The ideal, he said, would be a face-to- 
face conference'between parent and 
' teacher at each grading period. ' 


"I think the conference is the best 


way to communicate both with the 
child and.with the parent," he said. "I • 
realize how impractical that is, but 
anything else is less ideal." 


Fence post 
Questions 
local law 


In the June 11 issue of The Herald 


there appeared a short article about 
the legal committee of Arlington 
Heights voting to send to the full vil- 
lage board an ordinance placing re- 
strictions'on the storage and display 
of firearms by retail dealers. It stated 
that the police department asked for 
this ordinance change following a bur- 
glary last year of a sporting goods 
store. 


In the proposed ordinance, automat- 


ic alarm systems would be required, 
by all gun dealers, capable of trans- 
mitting a signal to the police alarm 
board. The article further stated that 
the committee-has also voted to ban 
the use of automatic systems that use 
public telephone lines. (Owners of 
present systems take note). 


As I read this, either the writer of 


the article erred or the committee is 
creating a problem for gun dealers In 
this village by (1) requiring gun retail- 
ers to have an alarm system tied into 
the police switchboard and then by 
(2) banning this same system if it ties 
up public telephone lines; possibly 
forcing retailers to close down. If this 
is the intent of the proponents of the 
mentioned ordinances, then it is time 
for the board to review the Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States and Section 22 of the 
Illinois Constitution. "The right of the 
people/citizen to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed." According to 
Webster's New Collegiate Dictionary, 
the word "infringe" means to defeat, 
frustrate, violate or transgress. If you 
substitute these words for infringe, 
then the meaning becomes clear. Is 
"backdoor gun controls" the real 
meaning of these ordinances as now 
proposed? Have any burglaries been 
committed in apartment houses, town- 
houses and in private homes within 
the village? Of course! and in greater 
numbers. Can residents of Arlington 
Heights now or in the future expect 
ordinances to be passed against sim- 
ilar alarm systems now being used? 
Think about it!

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'Use your power, attack your 
problems,' area seniors told

Senior citizens attending a two-day 


conference were told to stop staring 
at the walls of their rooms and to 
start taking action on the housing, 


transportation and psychological prob- 
lems that affect them. 


The Harper College conference, 


"Impact — Senior Citizen, Leaven in 
the Community," allowed senior citi- 


DR. MARVIN SCHWARTZ, chair- 
man of tht mental health depart- 
ment at McNeil Memorial Hospi- 
tal, lecture's on the social and cul- 


tural changoi affecting local se- 
nior citizens during the keynote 
address of the senior citizen con- 
vention held at Harper College. 


zens' from the area to meet and dis- 
cuss their problems with experts and 
local officials last weekend. 


In one workshop, senior citizens 


participated In a lecture-discussion on 
local problems In housing, trans- 
portation and health. 


"Chronic illness is the biggest prob- 


lem of the aged," said Donna Farley, 
director of the Elk Grove Village 
Board of Health. "Health is not just 
doctors and nurses in hospitals." * 


FARLEY ADDED she felt to a 


large extent the health of senior cit- 
izens as a whole was dependent on 
the quality of housing and trans- 
portation. • 


"Poor housing can cause a deterio- 


ration of health," she said, "and the 
lack of transportation can cause sen- 
ior citizens to negect their health." 


Farley urged the senior citizens, 


within the group to take advantage of 
local Illness-detection services such as 
blood-pressure and diabetes testing as 
well as the services provided by doc- 
tors and hospitals. 
, 


"Many of these (testing) services 


are on a very local, municipal level," 
she said. "They are fairly reliable 
and will refer a senior citizen to a 
doctor if necessary." 


KAT1IY STOGA, coordinator of the 


Mount Prospect Senior Center, said 
her research on area transportation 
made her realize that it would be im- 
possible for many senior citizens to 
travel to the conference without pay- 
ing large sums of money. She said to- 
citf means of transportation for senior 
citizens was improving, but it had not 
yet been coordinated into an areawide 
system. 


"The problem we are having trans- 


portation-wise is that we can get 
around within our towns fine but we^ 
can't go'for away," she said/ 


Stoga said there were .two main 


forms of transportation in the North- 
west suburbs. One is a dial-a-bus sys- 
tem which requires residents to .make' 
reservations in advance to be picked 
up and returned to their doorway. The 
other is a reduced-fare taxicab sys- 
tem where an Identification cord is 
shown to the driver of the taxi, she 
said. 
\ 


"Look closely" at what trans- 


portation you have," she said. "If you 
'don't have suitable transportation in 
your community you need to get or- 
ganized. You have so much power to 
do that." 


THE PANEL found the least prog- 


ress the area of low-rent housing for 
senior citizens. Cathy Douba, housing 
coordinator for the Minority Informa- 
tion Referral Center, said this type_of 
housing had been held up until 
recently because a federal morato- 


rium on construction. Planned hous- 
ing for senior citizens In Arlington 
Heights''and Elk Grove Village have 
been slowed because of the. stoppage, 
she said.

Although Duoba said no housing for 


senior citizens was operating in the 
Northwest suburbs, she sold some 
units in Des Plaines would open soon. 
The closest existing housing is in 
Skokie and Carol Stream, she said. 


Duoba 'also said cities with over 


50,000 people are immediately eligible 
for federal funds for senior citizen de- ' 
velopments tinder the new Housing 
and Community Development Act. 
She said, however, 'that Arlington 
Heights bad recently turned down 
some of this money for, a citizen cen- 
ter because area residents were not 
able to come up with a unified plan. 


"Everybody has to get together and 


create a unified program," she .said. 
"The.money is yours if you only ask- 
for it." 


THE CONFERENCE was divided ' 


Into meetings, lectures and three spe- 
cial sections. The special sections 
were divided into units which dealt 
with specific area of concern to senior 
citizens. 


The first of these sections', said Ca- 


thy LaChapelle, coordinator of senior 
programs at Harper, was intended to 
give the senior, citizens a view of 
problems at the community level., 
Succeeding sections, she said, took a 
look at problems over a more regional 
area and presented ways for senior 
citizens to help eliminate them within 
the Northwest suburban area. 


The conference ended with a Town 


Hall meeting of senior citizens and a 
panel of elected officials from the 
Harper College area, who told the se- 
nior citizens about the good and bad 
points of retiring in their respective 
communities. Most agreed that' the 
time had come to confront the prob- 
lems of the senior citizens. 


"In the Northwest suburban area, 


we have a pleasant lifestyle for mar- 
ried people with children,", said Made- 
line Schroeder, Arlington Heights vil-

Midway in 
the afternoon, this 50-year-old'layout 
had bumped off the last of the even 
par people. When the day had ended, 
only two players — John Mahaffcy 
and Lou Graham — were within three 
strokes of this course's proud even par 
total of 284.

He charged past most 
of them with a front nine 34, two-un- 
der-par, and proceeded to-par the 
first six holes on the back nine.

Beard, who fin- 
ished one stroke off the pace of the 
two leaders, bogeyed two of the final 
three holes to lose his chance at glory. 
He shot a 288. 


Tied with him were three others — 


Bob Murphy, Ben Crenshaw' and Hale 
Invin. Crenshaw appeared to have a 
great shot at winning or tying as he 
came to the 17th. 


"I'll be thinking about that 2-iron 


shot the rest of my life," he moaned 
as he relived the nightmare that saw 
his ball go into the lake. 


"I just walked up on the tee and the 


next group just walked off (the 
tec). 


That's not what I wanted. That's a 
hole you like to get up and hit. But — 
after the wail — I hit the 2-lron on the 
toe." 


Irwin, the defending champion, bo-

no accord seen

Central Telephone Co. and its em- 


ployes have not reached agreement on 
a new contract as a July 1 strike 
deadline grows nearer. 


The employes, member of the Inter- 


national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers Local 33G, met three times 
with company officials last week but 
were unable to agree on a new con- 
tract. 


The contract expires at midnight 


Juno 30, and the employes have voted 
to strike unless n new contract is 
agreed on by that time. 


THOMAS L. Bcaglcy, president and 


business manager of the union,'which 
represents about 030 employes, Fri- 
day would not say how. far apart 
the employes and management were 
in their negotiations or whether an 
agreement is likely before the strike 
deadline. 


"I can't really say at this point be* 


cause practically every Item is still on 
tho table," Bcaglcy said. "I'll be able 
to better tell next week because that 
is when tho hard bargaining will be- 
gin." 


Martin Brown, a company spokes- 


man, said "some progress" has been 
made in the contract negotiations and 
that he is optimistic an agreement 
will be reached before the strike 
deadline. 


"I think we've always been optimis- 


tic in all of our negotiations," he said. 
"We've never had a strike in our his- 
tory and would hope we can agree on 
a contract that is equitable to all." 


ALTHOUGH THERE has never 


been a strike by the employes of Cen-

Doubts fair energy program forthcoming 
FEA fronts for oil 'majors': Mikva 


U. S. Rep. Abner J.Mikva, D-10th, 


charged Sunday that the Federal 
Energy Administration is covering up 
major oil company attempts to pres- 
sure dealers into selling more gaso- 
line and oil-related products. 


Mikva also said FEA. policies raise 


doubts about the Ford 
Adminis- 


tration's commitment to a fair ener- 
gy-conservation program. 


The congressman made his charge 


after receiving an FEA response to 
his survey of retail dealers in his dis- 
trict. In the survey, 64 per cent of the 
130 dealers who responded said they 
wore being pressured to sell more 
gasoline and oil under threats of los- 
ing their leases, supplies or other pun- 
ishments. 


He said the FEA response to the 


survey might as well have been 
drafted in the corporate-board room 
of a major oil company. 


"The FEA's primary solution Is to 


request that major oil companies ap- 
point an ombudsman to whom dealers 
could appeal if the majors continue to 
push them around. That is like telling 
the fox with chicken feathers around 
his mouth to go down to the,coop and 
see if there are any complaints," Mik- 
va said." • 


"If the FEA as part of the executive 


branch condones these practices, -it 
casts a grave doubt on the Ford Ad- 
ministration's ability to implement an 
energy program that the American 


people would respect and support." 


THE FEA ALSO told Mikva that oil 


companies have "encouraged" their 
dealers to sell more gasoline and oil 
and that his was a "natural reaction 
on the part of companies to try to pre- 
serve their competitive position in the 
market place." 


Mikva said there is no reason to be- 


lieve that the pressure tactics are 
confined to the Chicago area, but are 
symptomatic of a nationwide prob- 
lem. 


In a letter to Frank G. Zarb, FEA 


administrator, Mikva said many deal- 
ers surveyed complained that in the 
oil companies' zeal for Increasing 
sales, dealers were pressured to oper- 


ate in ways that reduced their profit 
margins. 


Mikva added in the letter: "I should 


not have to remind you that these are 
not 'natural times' as far as this coun- 
try's energy policies are concerned. 
, "If they were, there would not be 
the need for the FEA. 'Business as 
usual' is no doubt great for major oil 
company profits, but this country and 
the American people will not profit 
from policies based on greed. 


"I am urging you once again to take 


action to end the pressure tactics of 
major oil companies. It would appear 
that your office has the authority to 
do so. As I have said before, it is com- 
mon sense that action be taken."

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Land easement problems 
Flood control program 
slightly behind schedule 


by LYNN ASINOP 


Mount Prospect is completing the 


first phase of its $2 million flood con- 
trol program slightly behind schedule 
with three projects going to bid short- 
ly. 


Village Engineer Bernard H. R. 


Hemmetcr said the village had a 
problem obtaining easements and 
property for some of the flood proj- 
ects. As a result, some projects have 
not been completed and others were 
delayed. 


For example, Hommctcr sold the 


village originally planned to build two 
retention basins on high school dis- 
trict property. "But when we con- 
tacted them they did not want to give 
us permission to use their property," 
Hemmeter said. 


The village has also not obtained 


land for the expansion of the Crumley 
detention basin. 


The three new projects will bring 


relief to southern portions of the vil- 
lage. They include: 


• Elk Grove Villa storm sewer Im- 


provements will divert water coming 
from Arlington Heights into the south- 
west corner of the village. The sewer 
will bring the water north to the 


Clearwatcr Park retention basin. The 
estimated cost is $200,000. 


• Meier Road storm sewer Im- 


provements will drain the St. Ce- 
celia's retention basin and will also 
provide drainage for 'areas along 
Meier Road, which currently has only 
a small strip of sewer. The estimated 
cost is $70,000. 


• Llnncmnnn and Na-Wa-Ta storm 


sewer improvements will drain the re- 
tention basin at Golf Road and Linne- 
mnnn Into Weller Creek. It is also ex- 
pected to relieve flooding problems on 
Can-Dots Avenue. The estimated cost 
is $200,000. 


Hemmeter also has called for new 


engineering studies to be developed 
for the second phase of the flood con- 
trol program. The program is fi- 
nanced with a special $2 million bond 
issue approved last year. Less than 
half the funds have been spent. 


Two projects included in the second 


phase of the flood control program 
are the Wc-Go Park project and the 
Colonial Heights project.

Greenbrier residents upset 
Parks counselor 
answer to vandals?

Homeowners in the Greenbrier sub- 


division of Arlington Heights want to 
see more strict control and super- 
vision of teenagers who gather In 
Frontier Park. 


Robert Mahlc, former president of 


the Greenbrier Civic Assn., said the 
residents believe the counselor In the 
park program "helps control some of 
the park situations, but docs not com- 
pletely alleviate the problems." 


The counselor in the park program 


— coordinated 
by the 
Arlington 


Heights Park District and village 
youth council — was started three 
yean ago to offer supervision and 
counseling of teenagers in the parks. ' 


"We (the homeowners) realize the 


youth council and park district are 
trying to help with the situation but 
the people who live near these parks 
are the ones who have to put up with 
the aggravation and noise all the 
time," Mnhie said. 


Residents say they have been an- 


noyed by large gatherings of teen- 
agers at Frontier Park, 1933 N. Ken- 
nicott Ave., that have brought speed- 
Ing cars to'their side streets, van- 
dalism to their lawns and houses, and 
noise to their otherwise quiet nights. 


Much of the activity goes on after 


the counselors leave-the parks, and 
Greenbrier residents "are eager" to 
suggest ways of improving the pro- 
gram "to make this summer more 
bearable for us all," Mahlo said. 


RESIDENTS COULD not drive their 


• cars into the parking lot of the park 


last summer because there were often 
•too many cars blocking the driveway. 
The voices of teenagers meeting in 
the pork carried through the neigh- 


' borhood into the late hours of the 


night, Mahle said. 


There was drag radng on the side 


streets, garbage cans were tipped 
over, the tires of cars parked along 
the curbs were often slashed, and 
lawns were frequently "torn up," he 
said. 


"A lot of this would happen after the 


counselors left the parks for the night 
or when the police weren't patroling 
the area. But, there was hardly'a 
night last year when there weren't 
some kids in the park and I tell you, I 
wouldn't go over there if I had to be- 
cause I'd just get upset," Mahle said.

chairman, said he plans to conduct 
joint meeting this summer of the 
council and homeowners who live 
near the parks to discuss some of the 
problems.

Vandals poke holes

Donoho admits the program hasn't 


completely eliminated vandalism m 
the parks, but said the improved coor- 
dination of park counselors "will give 
us more control over the situations we 
come up against." 


Angelo Capulli, superintendent of 


park maintenance, said that the cost 
of repairing vandalism in the parks 
decreased last summer almost half of 
what it cost in the summer of 1973. 


"I THINK THE counselor in the 


park program had a lot to do with the 
decrease plus the fact that village po- 
lice were cracking down on their pa- 
trols of the parks last year," Capulli 
said. 


However, this summer's vandalism 


toll on the parks may surpass any in 
the past "if it continues the way it has 
already started," Capulli said. 


Two weeks ago vandals did an esti- 


mated $1,000 damage to a retaining 
wall at Pioneer Park. The wall, which 
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is a divider between the park's wad* 
ing pool and patio, was chipped apart, 
Capulli said 


Last weekend, vandals broke into 


the concessions stand at the park and 
did an unestimated amount of damage 
to the inside of the stand, he said. 


"A lot of tills damage is being done 


pretty late at night when the coun- 
selors or police aren't around. And 
why they are doing it? I don't know, 
but it's sad becuase they are killing 
these parks and the taxpayers' money 
that went into building them," Capulli 
said 
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
